The Situation in Illinois Growing Inter- 
esting—Delegates Puzzled by Ambigu- 
ous Instructions—Why Iowa Will 
Stand by Her Fayorite Son—Dickinson 
Says Cleveland Will Win Without a 
Struggle—The Big Wigwam. 


CHICAGO, II., June 16.—The battle has de- 
gun inearnest. The big Hill leaders are on 
the ground and at work with their character- 
isticenergy. Lleut.-Gov. Sheehan, Big Tam- 
many Chief Croker, Edward Murphy, Chair- 
man of the New York State Committee, and 
William H. Clark, the Corporation Counsel of 
New York, arrived at the Auditorium Hotel 
this morning and immediately threw open 
the Um and Tammany headquarters. Visi- 
tors began to rush to them at once in quest of 
information but they found the New Yorkers 
rather reticent. 

Richard Croker gave the Post-DIsPaTcH 
correspondent the first audience. 

**We held a conference on the train coming 
into the city,“ said the Tammany chieftain, 
“and we agreed not to talk until to-night, 
by which time we hope to have been able to 
make a casual survey of the fleld.’’ 

Mr. Croker refused to talk for publication 
regarding the sort ot a campaign that Tam- 
many intends to make here, but it is safe to 
say that it will not be of the sort that Tam- 
many made in St. Louis in 1876 against Tilden 
and against Cleveland in 1884. 

Croker isa much more conservative man 
than John Keily, and he does not Delieve in 
abusive methods. Tammany will earnestly 
support Hill, but it will not abuse and villify 
Cleveland, as it did in 1684, nor will it claim 
that in chse of Cleveland’s nomination that 
there will be a boltand that he cannot carry 
New York. It will be content with asserting 
thatis extremely doubtfulif Cleveland can 
carry New York. 

Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, or ‘‘Blue-eyed Billy,“ 
as the boys call him, was more communicat- 
ive than any of the others of the party. 
Mr. Sheehan is here as the personal 
representative of Senator Hill. ‘‘I re- 
gard the outlook as very encourag- 
ing. be said. Things loox much 
better for Hill than they did a short time ago. 


Hill has an excellent chanceof belng nomi- 
nated and I believe that he will be. The re- 
sult of the Ohioconvention is grea in His 
favor and I hear there are encouraging com- 
11 in the Illinots legation. The 

ew York delegation Its all rightand will be 
loyal to Hill to the end.’ 

This afternoon the Posr-Dtsrarou corre- 
spondent-had a talk with Edward Murphy, 
chairman of the New York delegation, after 
he had circulated about the lead- 
ing hotels and sized up the situation. 
r. Murphy said the only chance Cleveland 
has isto be nominated on the first ballot, 
and he regards that as impossible. With 
Cleveland as an impossibility, he thinks that 
Hill’schances are better than those of any 
other man. The New Yorkers are greatly 
elated with the condition in which they 
find the Morrison boom. They say 
that with Morrison as an open can- 
didate he will take at least one hun- 
dred votes from Cleveland, They think that 
from information they have from St. Louis 
that several of the Missouri delegates will 
disobey their instructions and vote for Mor- 
rison. MV. H. Phelps is keeping the Hill men 
posted regarding the Missour! delegation. 

The pian of the Hill men isto getas many 
candidates in the field as possible so as to 
prevent a nomination on the first ballot. 
‘The fight against Cleveland will be very simi- 
lar to the one that was made against Harri- 
son at Minneapolis. 

FOR TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN. 

There is a good deal of speculation regard- 
ing the temporary rr ot the con- 
vention. The sub-committee of the National 
Committee reaghes here to-morrow, but it is 
given out that the tem chair- 
man may not be _ selecte until Mon- 
day. Henry Watterson, chairman of the 
sub- committee. Secretary Sherin of the 
National Committee and several local Demo- 
crats got together this afternoon to 
look over the field. The names of 
ex-Assistant lostmaster-General Steven- 
son and Speaker Craft of the tate 
House of Representatives were suggested as 
available timber for the position. ‘The sub- 
committee is composed of Henry Watterson, 
Senators Brice of Ohio, Gorman of Mary- 
land and Ransom of North Carolina. 
The vacancy caused My, the death of Senaior 
Barbour of Virginia will be filled by the Vir- 
xinia delegation. The committee is decidedly 
anti-Cleveland and the temporary chairman 
will, therefore, probably be chosen from 
among the opponents of the ex-President.

The plan of Col. Morrison’s friends in IIII- 
nois since the State Convention, has been to 
construe the resolutions as liberating the 
delegates after Oleveland is gone. They 
hope by this doctrine to secure 
a vote for the Colonel for the presidency. 
Behind this construction it has been said that 
a scheme lies to place Col. Morrison on the 
ticket with Mr. Cleveland and run him for 
Vice-Presiaent, upon the statementto the 
Cleveland forces in the convention that it 
was the Colonel’s friends in Illinois who de- 
feated Palmer in the State Oonvention and 
made him a less formidable candidate against 
the ex-President than he would have been 
under hide-bound instructions for him.

Hill Discusses — Tammany Pro- 
gramme "s Views. 


WasHInoTON, D. O., June 16.—‘*The story is 
too absurd to be dignified by making a state- 
ment in reference to it.“ So sald Senator 
Hill to-day when asked with refereace to a 


sensational story regarding the Tammany 
programme in the Chicago Convention. The 
story was set afloat by a member of Congress 
who received a letter alleging that the Tam- 
many forces had practically concluded to 
drop Senator Hill after the frst ballut and 
join forces with several Western delegations 
to secure the nomination ofa Western candi- 
date. The programme Outlined in this letter 
tothe Representative’ referred to includes 
Tammany’s choice for the Vice- Presidency. 
Robert B. Roosevelt is the name of the gen- 
tleman who has according to this letter been 
determined upon as a t man for the second 
place om the ticket. This very important 
arrangément is supposed to have been 
entered into after numerous conference on 
the part of the Tammany leaders. The 
alleged conferences were said to have been 
heid in New York last night and the night 


before. At these conferences it was devel- 
oped that the leaders in New York are fear- 
ful of the result of a continuance of the pres- 
ent . — situation in that State and adopt 
the foregoing for the sake of harmony. 

The Western-candidate upon whom all fac- 
tions are to unite, was not decided upon, 
though in connection With it, Palmer, Boles, 
Gray, Morrison and Carlisle ‘were discussed. 
Morrison and Palmer were the strong favor- 
ites in the discussion. 

Despite Senator Hine empbatic denial 
there is no doubt that a letter here contain- 
ing such information was received by a 
representative in Congress for it was seen 
this afternoon.

HOUSES AND FARM IMPROVEMENTS 
TWISTED TO SPLINTERS. 75 


Fortunately No Towns Were in 
Storm’s Track—The Worst Calamity 
That Ever Visited the State—Another 
Span of the Licking River Bridge Fell 
To-Day-—Fatal Wreck-The Casualty 
Record. 


MANKATO, Minn., June 16.—one of the worst 
disasters that ever visited Southern Minne- 
sota occurred between 6 and 6 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. Ihe terrible funnel-shaped 
tornado again stalked over the land and laid 
waste scores of happy homes and sent 
forty or fifty souls to eternity. Every 
report tbat comes in is worse than the pre 
ceding one. The extent of country swept by 
this awful visitation was greater than ever 
before known in the history & the state. and 
fortunate, indeed, it was, no town or village | 
lay in its destructive course. Starting 
near Jackson, on the Southern Minnesota 


road, a funnel- shaped cloud swept eastw ard * 


and passed four miles south of Minnesota 
Lake, then taok a broad circle to the south 
and passed away south of Wells. Consid- 
erable rain had fallen during the after. 
noon, and at5o’clock the atmosphere became 
almost suffocating. Curious shaped clouds 
began to appear over the southwest and 
many people gazed in wonder at the sight. 
About 5:80 the wind sprang up and off tothe 
west rapidly circling black clouds were seen 
rapidly advancing and tearing asunder 
everything in its course. It passed two miles 
northwest of Sherburne, and itis reported 
that it then struck the district school-house, 
in which was the teacher and eighteen 
scholars. The building was demolished and 
the teacher and fifteen scholars killed. 

At Easton three buildings were destroyed 
and several people were injured. Lindon 
was visited and many houses were torn from 
their foundations. One family, composed of 
aman, his wife ana child, were killed. A 
large grove of trees were completely up- 
rooted. 

The storm passed on eastward, destroying 
farm-houses, barns, andin fact everything 
in its path. At Wells sidewalks were over- 
turned, store fronts blown in and otner dam- 


age done. Several men were blown down} 


by the force of the wind. Four 
miles south of Minnesota Lake five farm 
houses and their buildings were caught in the 
storm and utterly demolished. Four people 
were killed. The body ofone of these— 
John Brown—was taken to Minnesota 
Lake this morning. His wife, a 
hireG man and a school teacher were also 
injured. Section men suffered severe inju- 
rles. Much damage was done south of Wells, 
and it is reported that fifty were killed south 
and west of that village. 

As most of the damage was done in the 
country reports are slow in coming in, but 
what has been already heard is enough to 
insure the belief that it was the worst 
storm ever reported in South Minnesota. It 
is expected that later reports will increase 
rather than diminish the extent of the dam- 
age done as well as the loss of life and per - 


sonal injuries. 

Many heartrending scenes occurred dur- 
ing the storm’s height. The log house ofa 
Bohemian family at Bowen Mills, near _ 
nesota Lake, was blown entirely away, 
one log remaining. The famil 8 
of man, wife and six chil ren, spen 
the night miserably in the rain "without 
shelter from the dampness and the elements. 
They huddled together on a heap 
of straw, and with a plece of 
a sheet endeavored to wa 
the cold wind and never ceasing rain tha 
chilled them, At Wells a section man re- 
ceived a terrible injury in the breast froma 
fiying rd. A brakeman who saw the 
storm at that place said

TWO MEN MURDERED. 


Two Trainmen Killed by Rioting Quarry- 
mon. 


LATROBE, Pa., June 16.—A riot occurred on 
a Ligonier train last night which resulted in 
the death of one person and will likely ter 
minate fatally to another. About 6o0’clock 
thirty or forty employes of Booth & Flynn’s 
stone quarries boarded a Valley train at this 
place. John Higgins and Patrick Diamond 
had not purchased tickets at the Latrobe 
Station. When Conductor Kuhn approached 
the men for fare a quarrel began. The train 
was stopped and Kuhn ordered the men to 
get off Higgins and Diamond refused to 
leave the car. John Lape, a brakeman, and 
Harry Knox, a construction laborer, under- 
took to eject them, when others of the quar- 
rymen took up the fight. Irwin Morrow and 
Thomas Horne demanded of the con- 
ductor and brakeman that Higgins 
and Diamond de allowed to retain 
their seats. Then began a terrible riot, 
Fifty men figured in the fight. Morrow and 
Horne fought like tigers, but the trainmen 
stuck to them pluckily, and when the two 
quarrymen found they were being overpow- 
ered, Morrow picked upa plece of scantling 
and struck John Lape, the brakeman, on the 
head, crushing in his skull. Then turning to 
Knox, Morrow knocked him down, splitting 
his scull also? While Morrow was engaged in 
this murderous work, Horne was fighting the 
quarry men in the car, the latter having ral- 
lied tothe aid of the trainmen. Several of 
the quarrymen were knocked down and 
brutally kicked,three of them being seriously 
injured. Both Morrow and Horne jumped 
from the train and disappeared in the dark 
ness. Officers Fry and Cannon of this place 
organized a posse of citizens who soon 
hunted the two men down and had them 
lodged in jail in Greensburg, John Lape, 
the brakeman, who lived at Ligonter, is dead. 
His skull was completely crushed in. He was 
22 years old and un married. Harry Knox, 
also of ee A years of age, will hardly 
recover, 


CRIME RECORD. 


A KNIFE PURIED IX A WOMAN S BREAST~OTHER 
MISDEEDS, 


VIENNA, June 16.—A brutal murder was 
committed in this city yesterday. A woman 
named Dees, a milk dealer in the Leopold- 
stadt quarter, was seen by some passers-by 
to rush out of her shop, shrieking at the top 
of her voice. She bad gone only afew feet 
when she threwupher hands and fell dead 
upon the pavement. Along knife had been 


buried to the hilt in her body. In addition to 
the terrible wound thus inflicted there were 
several other stab woundsin the woman’s 
breast. The people about the milk shop had 
not seen the murderer. Suspicion fell upon 
aman named Ponowsk, who had been in the 
employ of Mrs. Dees, but who had been dis- 
charged a short time ago. The police went 
to his lodgings and placed him under arrest. 

Before they could take him trom the house he 
| geized a revolver and shot himself in the 
head. He did not succeed in killing himself,

Ponowsk’s attempt at suicide is 
taken by the police as confirmation of their 
suspicion that he murdered Mrs. Dees.

The 
Edgerton family of Houston, Tex., are very 
indignant over the matter and claim that 
their lot was paid for at least ten years ago. 


A DOUBLE TRAGEDY.

PASSES BEAT SMITH. 


His Railroad Campaign Nominates 
| Henry W. Bond. 


| COUNTRY DELEGATIONS RESENT DICTA- 
TION OF RAILROAD ATTORNEYS 


The St. Louis Candidate for the Court of 
Appeals Wins on the Twenty-Second 
Ballot—Wild Scenes in the Convention 
~—O’Meara’s Friends Now Against 
Judge Madiil. 


Up in Hannibal, at 2 o’clock this morning, 
500 men were stifiing in a litzie hall without 
ventilation, while they cast one ballot after 
another to nominate a judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals. 

The balloting bad been going on for eight 
hours and the delegates and candidates were 
worn withthe strain. suddenly there was a 
yellfrom City Oounselor Will OC. Marshall, 
another from Clarence Hoblitzelle, sitting 
by ‘his side, Diamond Joe Smith, who had 
been asleep, awoke and shouted, and then 
the St. Louis delegation went wild with a 
great shout for Henry W. Bond. 

He was nominated. 

He had been gaining steddily through the 
balloting. Beginning with seventy-three 
votes, fifty-three of them from St. Louis, he 
had crept up to seventy~six on the fourteenth 
ballot, when Judge Dinning’s strength dis- 
appeared, and his votes scattered among the 
other ®andidates. Mr. Smith, the candidate 
of the Missouri Pacific, then had sixty-two 
votes, Woodside fifty, Benton forty, and 
Cloud eight. On the twentieth 
ballot Cloud drop out. Bond 
then got 102%, Jurth 78%, Woodside 57, and 
Benton 8. Benton’s votes were then going to 
Bond. The next ballot sent Bond up to 111½ 
and Benton was no longerin the race. Jas- 
per Burks, acting for Mr. Smith, and A. II. 
Phillips of Dunklin, the Woodside manager, 
with other friends of the two candidates, 
tried to make a combination hurriedly, the 
Woodside votes to go to smith first and the 
Smith votes to come to Woodside on 
the following ballot. They were too late, for 
the Smith votes were scattering at that 
minute to Bond. W Ill Marshall was keeping 
a tally, putting down first on it the St. Louis 
votes for the Bond count. 

RECEIVED WITH CHEERS. 

On the twenty-second ballot Marshall got 
up and swung bis hat when he saw that Bond 
had gained enough votes tocarry him over 
the requisite number. The st. Louis men 
hurrahed and the country delegates who had 
been for the other candidates followed the 
example. Secretary Will J. Hanley of St. 
Louis read out the vote: 

Bond, 120%; Woodside, 4, and Smith, 45. 

The cheering was renewed and hats and 
handkerchiefs were waved when Mr. Bond 
stepped on the platform. He said a few 
words of thanks and Jasper Burks, who had 
made the hardest fight against him, followed 
in a manly speech, saying that his candidate 
had been squarely beaten and would work 
for Mr. Bond’s election. The conven- 
tion was in great confusion by this time. 
It was 2:30 o’clock and the train 
by which most of the delegates were to leave 
Hannibal was due atso’clock. The delegates 
began to leave the hall, making a good deal 
of nolse, talking and cheering, and in the 
midst of the din several other men got up, 
tried to say a few audible words and then sat 
down, The chairman adjourned the conven- 
tion and everybody started rapidly for the 
depot, which they reached in bare time to 
get their train. 

Nobody slepton the train, of course, and 
there was a good deal of talk about the cause 
of Mr. Bond’ s nomination and its effect. It 
was agree that Mr. Smith would have been 
stronger had Sam Priest stayed away from 
Hannibal. Many thought he might have been 
nominated bad the railroads not touched his 
campaign at all. After the nature of his 
campaign was discovered, he stopped pick- 
ingup delegates hereand there, and there 
remained only the solid phalanx that he had 
atfirst. Men were afraid to vote for him for 
fear that they would be accused of wearing 
the raliroad colors. Wednesday morning 
before the convention met, the anti-railroad 
feeling was very bitter among the delegates, 


and they expressed it freely as they saw Mr. | 


walking around the lobby at the 
Park Hotel with yellow shoes and a little 
straw hat with a black band. Some 
of the country delegates went to Mr. Bond’s 
friends and said they would goto the st. 
Louis man if their candidate proved weak. 

They can’t run all our conventions,’’ said 
one man from the southwest, ‘‘and we’ve 
gota knife right keen for Smith when the 
time comes. 

TRIED TO EFFECT A COMBINE. 

So plainly was this feeling seen by all the 
friends of the different candidates except 
the managers of the railway campaign, 
that the campaign committee of 
Mr. Woodside changed their plans completely 
on its account. Mr. Phillips of Dunklin 
County, a personal friend of Mr. Woodside, 
was to second his nomination. He is the at- 
torney of the Cotton Beltroad. Shortly be- 
fore the convention met he went to the com- 
mittee and said in effect: 

‘*You must get some other man to take my 
place. We ha kept Woodside out of this 
railroad talk far, and it’s hurting Smith. 
If I make myself conspicuous by secondirg 
our man’s nomination it will be charged that 
ee is the second choice of the railroads, and 
he will lose the chance of getting votes that 
might come to him. 

e reassuring seemed to be urgent, and 
Mr. Phillips was keptinthe background till 
the last, when the futile attempt to combine 
the Woodside and Smith vote was made. 

The effect of Mr. Bond’s nomination on 
Judge Madill’s chances was freely discussed, 
too, on the train. Some of the count 
delegates who were going away disappoint 
declared that their sections of the State 
should not vote for another St. Louis man. 
‘*The city’s got all it is entitled to on the 
bench now, they said. It was remarked 
that the friends of John B. O’Meara on the 
train encouraged this view of it. In St. 
Louis to-day this report from 
country sent the 

considerably. 

Fountain Ketchum, as be 
traveling through the State in the interest of 
uls candidate for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, said: ‘*‘Bond’s nomination destroys 
Madill’s hope, and it makes the nomination 
of O’Meara a sure thing. The State will not 
ut two st. Louis men on the bench. After 
he Supreme Judicial Convention we can say 
to the country that St. Louis ought to have 
one place on the State ticket, and has not a 

single one. That will mean 0’ Meara sure.“ 
it is quite clear that from this time on the 
plan of the O’Meara managers will be to 
weaken the st. Louis strength of Judge 
Madill, while they wil pretend, of course, 
that they are not doing it. . 

AGAINST THOMAS. 

The¢altiroad ticket for the Supreme bench is 
Sherwood, McFarland and Madill. It would 
be fairer, perhaps, to say that 
they are for Sudge Sherwood and 
against 


J’riest 


Judge Thomas, One of their chief 
reasons for supporting Mr. Smith against 
Bond was that they ho Smith’s nomina- 
tion would put Judge Thomas out of consid- 
eration by the convention. Judge Sherwood 
admittedly the raliroad Judge of the 
pench, and Judge Thomas just as much the 
ad —— — His ends have in- 
the hostility the railroads have to 
him by sending around a circular calling at- 
tention to the votes in which they claim he 
bas proved that he is the Judge of the people. 
The railroad attorneys are making no active 
campaign for Judge McFarland, but are im- 
pl Socepting him. So it . that almost 
Elf the combinations for the three Judges, 
railroad and anti railroad, include his name, 
Madili’s position differs from that 
ot all the rest. The rallroadsare giving him 
their support, their attorneys saying that 
they wan totry their cases before a bench 
of brains. They say they can win their cases 
then 2 better lawyers than the 
Miu on the other side can afford. Judge 
padill’s friends say they have never in any 
way, directly or indirectly, mage overtures 
any man connected with the railroads, 
vat aagmit that he is being supported by 
them for the reason given. 


Convention Soene. 


About the most exciting scene witnessed in 
the convention came immediately after the 
ballot. The ballot was taken at 2 


final 
»’clock this morfiing, and as is stated else-

where, gave Bond 120% votes, or 1% more 
than enough to nominate. At this time ex- 
Congressman Clardy, Jasper N. Burks, 


and Louis C. Houck of the Cape Girardeau & 
Western road had their forces finely in hand 
and were . to all sorts of dilatory 
tactics to prevent the ballot. City Counselor 
Marshall, Nat C. Dryden, City Attorne 
James J. Butler and Charles Stark were lead. 
ing the ht for Bond, When the last 
county was called several of Bond’s friends 
who Kept the record of the vote, gave out the 
word quietly that be had enough tonominate. 
It was then that Clardy of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, Houck and other smith leaders became 
desperate, and before the vote was an- 
nounced began to yell for a verification. 
State Senator Ball of Pike an 
who was in the chair, seemed to side with 
them and for a time things looked squally. 
Bond and Smith workers climbed over chairs 
and rushed to the plat shouting like wild 
Indians. The biz orm of Jasper 
Burks shook with excitement 
ci Counselor Marshall, 
collected, stood on a 
and raised parliamentary questions on the 
oppostion. ‘‘We want another ballot and we 
want it verined, shouted Senator Oliver of 
Cape Girardeau. When the chair paused be- 
fore ruling, Nat Dryden, with te face and 
trembling with excitement hurried down the 
aisle shouting ‘‘Railroad, hear the rumbling 
ot the locomotives ’’ Many of the delegates 
were excited and mad enough to fight, but 
the sergeants-at-arms cooled down the 
warm-headed leader. The Bond leaders 
shut off the scheme of the opposition and 
had the vote announced. With becoming 
grace Joe Russell, who had been helping the 
Smith forces moved, to make Bond’s nomina- 
tion unanimous and the motion was adopted. 
WHY WOODLOCK WAS INDIGNANT. 
Another convention scene which was more 
on the score of the humorous than serious 
was furnished by Patrick Woodiock. The 
heat and excitement were too much for him 
and he left the halli early inthe day. Before 
the afternoon adjournment came he was 
told y a wa that Bond had 
been fairly nominated, but that a scheme 
was on foot to deprive him of his victory. 
Woodlock rushed into the crowded hall and 
tried to get the attention of Chairman Ball. 
Falling inthis, he stuck his head in the open 
window and began shouting for the reading 
of the minutes. ‘‘I’ve just come in.“ he 
said, ‘‘and I want to know what’s going on. 
He got no answer, and forcing his way in 
he stopped the proceedings with his demand 
for information. On the theory that he was 
an outsider, he was ejected by a deputy 
sergeant-at-arms. Then he gave his proxy 
to another Gelegate and went outto look for 
a cool place, 


Something About Mr. Bond. 

The Democratic nominee for the St. Louls 
Court of Appeals is a lawyer with a good 
practice in St. Louis, a member of the firm of 
Gibson, Bond & Gibson. He is short and 
stout, of fair complexion and about 45 years 
old. He was born in Tennessee, educated at 
Harvard and studied law in the office of Judge 


Thomas J. Freeman, at that time on the 
Supreme Bench of Tennessee. He moved to 
Missouri in 1875 and became the law partner 
ot Judge James J. Lindley, retaining that 
connection till the Judge moved to Kansas 
City, when he made his present professional 
alliance. Mr. Bond has a charming home on 
West Washington avenue, and Mrs. Bond's 
circle of acquaintances is one of the most ex- 
clusive inthe city. They have three children, 
the oldest, Tom, a boy of 10 years, Irene, a 
girlofsyears,anda boy baby less than a 
month old, who is named Whitelaw, after 
his father. Mr. Bond is careful to explain 
that this name has been in his family for 
generations and carries no Republican favor 
with it. 

Mr. Bond’sone weakness is his manner, 
which is 80 dignified that it be- 

almost at times, but 
can t joke at the 
expense of this pecullarity with very good 
grace. At Hannibal a delegate was telling of 
atrip through Southeast Missouri with him, 
and Mr. Bond was listening. Ihe delegate 
said the train was running through a bDeau-i- 
ful country with many hilis, on whose sides 
hundreds of cattle were grazing. Mr. Bond 
pointed out of the window to one of these 
herds and remarked to his companion: 

Ses those rotund steers on their thousand 
hills.’’ 

The delegate waited tillthe train passed a 
barn yard and said, initrting his compan- 
ion’s manner: 

Henry, see those rotund hogs in their 
thousand sties!’’ 

And he saw the point,’’ said the delegate, 
as the listeners laughed, and said, For 
Heaven’s sake, don’t give meaway about 
that. 

Mr. Bond heard the whole story witha 
smiling countenance, 


Judge Bond Expresses Himself. 


Judge Bond did not returntothe city this 
morning with the St. Louis contingent. He 
was entirely worn out by the excitement of 
the long-drawn-out session and after con- 
cluding his speech thanking the convention 
for the nomination he accepted Col. 
John W. Garth’s invitation to take 


a much- needed rest at his residence. This 
was a wise conclusion as the nominee would 
have precious little rest on the way back. 
The town was jammed and many of the dele- 
gates hadto stand during the entire trip. 
Those who had tostand got even with the 
mote fortunate ones by making enough noise 
to keep everybody awake. 

Judge Bond was seen by a POST-DISPATCH 
representative soon after the convention ad- 
journed. He said: Of course I was elated 
with the victory and I shall never forget my 
loyal friends of St. Louis who stood so nobly 
by me, I was sure of the nomination 
when I saw my home delegation 
stick to me soadmirably.’’ He had nothing 
to say concerning the tactics employed by 
the Smith and Woodsides forces inthe last 
hour of the convention. ‘‘It was a hard 
fought battle, he said, and we can con- 
gratulate ourselves that there is no soreness 
left that cannot be healed.’’ 


Why Fred Young Was Criticised. 


Fred Young’s queer conduct in the conven- 
tion caused much indignation among the st. 
Louis delegates, who made such a strong 
fight for Bond. Young had four votes in the 
convention and he cast them for Bond on 
every Dallot until the Benton and 
Cloud forces went to pleces. When 


the race settled downto a finishing struggle 
between Bond, Smith and Woodsides, Young 
cast the votes of the Eighteenth and Twenty- 
sixth Wards, which he had in the shape of 
proxies, for Woodsides, though the St. Louis 
candidate was right on the verge of the nom- 
ination. On the final baliot six of the fifty- 
six st. Louls votes were given against Bond. 
These were the proxies held by Fred Young, 
B. C. Kehr and Louis Gottschalk. Yonng ex- 
plaingd after the convention that Woodsides 
was Mis choice from the start, though he 
voted his proxies on ninetzen ballots for 
Bond. His tactics were roundly denounced 
both by the push“ and ‘‘anti-push’’ dele- 


gates. 


Why Carlisle Went to Hannibal. 


Recorder of Voters Carlisle visited Hanni- 
bai yesterday and from all accounts he 
did not add anything to his 


popularity by making the trip> 
As soon as he reached town the story was 
circulated among Bond’s friends that he 
was enlisted in the cause of Smith 
of Farmington, the candidate who 
was so warmly supported by the railroad at- 
torneys. He was regarded with some suspi- 
cion by the supporters of the st. Louis candil- 
date and when he was informed of this 
fact he said the impression was altogether 
incorrect. ‘‘My choice is Bond, he said be- 
fore the decisive Dallot was taken 
put if there is no chance of 
nominatin him 1 would de glad 


to help Judge Smith in any manner commen- 


surate with my ability.“

THEY SAY THAT THEY WILL NEVER 
GIVE IN TO THE STRIKERS 


The Locked-Out Men Are Not Making Any

How this step 
will be taken by the non- 
union hands can only be conjectured. The 
striking hands have been particularly passive 
sofar. There has been norow of any kind, 
none of the mills have been visited by 
„Walking delegates’’ and none of the men 
who have preferred to stay at work 
have been intimidated. The strikers 
have notably been absent from the corners 
adjacent to the milis and have remained 
most of the day at their headquarters. The 
strike is the largest and best organized strike 
ever made against the planing milis and box 
factories in St. Louls. 

SAY IT IS HOPELESS. 

One of the largest manufacturers in the 
city said to-day to a Post-DISPATCH reporter: 
Ihe strike of the men is a hopeless one. We 
will never grant acompromise. Our trade is 
badly broken up by close competi- 
tion that gives a bare margin and 
an immense quantity of work 
must be turned out to realize on invest- 
ments. You are probably not aware but it is 
a fact that St. Louis has more planing milis 
and factories two to one than ‘Chicago or 
any other city hasin proportion to popula- 
tion. This competition is what cuts the 
manufacturers. he flood has disorganized 
the trade, and for the balance of the year we 
cannot possibly hope to reclaim half of the 
trade that was lost by it. 

MORE MES GO OUT, 

Mr. John Green, chairman ofthe Executive 
Board of the striking organigations, said to- 
day: More men have come out to- 
day in several mills; fifty-five quit work 
at Hafner’s mill yesterday and eight at Gaus 

Sons’. Later in the day more men 
quit at the latter mill. We want 
to deny the statement of the bosses 
that we are demanding eleven hours’ pay for 
nine hours’ work.We demand only ten hours’ 
pay for nine hours’ work. That we want 
the same pay for nine hours’ work which we 
have heretofore received for ten hours’ 
work, virtually we ask an advance of 10 per 
cent. The walking delegate of the Car- 

nters’ Council informed us to-day that 
r we were not grantea our 
demands, after a certain date the carpenters 
would refuse to handle any mill work done by 
non-union men.

The largest contract that has ever been 
made for street railroad work in St. Louis 
has just been closed. It involves the expen. 
diture of close on to $2,000,000, and win keep 
600 or more hands busily employed for four 
months. The completion of the gigantic con- 
tract will connect the Northern 


Central, Union, Cass Avenueand Citiz ‘ 
street railroads into a single electric system. 
St. Louis will then have rapid transit on all 
its street car lines except Scullen’s Jefferson 
Avenue Line, which is sti operating 
antiquated horse cars, with the pros- 
pects of continuing some time. Capt. 
Robert McCulloch, the Vice-President 
and General Manager of the lines 
showed a Post-DISPATCH reporter copies of 
allthe contracts to-day. They include all 
features of the reconstruction.

CONDUCT OF THE CRIMINAL JUDGE IN 
THE NIOROLAS MORAN CASE. 


An Application for a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus to Secure the Release of a 
Work-House Prisoner Sent to the Cir- 
cuit Court-News Gathered Under the 
Doms. 


Judge Thomas B. Harvey applied to the 
Circuit Court to-day for a writ of habeas 
corpus for the. release of a  pris- 
oner at the Work- house, which 
if it is finally sustained by the court may re- 
sult in the release of every prisoner in the 
institution. The prisoner in question 1s 
Nicholas Moran, and the application 
for the release is made in 
the name of mis brother, Frank 
Moran. The application was made to Judge 
Klein, who ordered the writ to issue, return- 
able next Tuesday morning, at which time 
the prisoner is ordered produced in court. 

Judge Kleln was at first- adverse to enter- 
taining the writ, stating that the Criminal 
Court wasthe proper place to apply for a 
writ of habeas corpus in criminal matters. 
Mr. Harvey stated that he had covered 
that matter by applying to the Criminal 
Court, andthat Judge Normile had refused, 
which gave the Circuit Court jurisdiction. 

1 suppose. sai@ Judge Klein, that 
Judge Normile refused because he does not 
think that you are entitled to the writ.’’ 

No, said Mr. Harvey. He passed on it 
proformally in order that it might be pre- 
sented to the Circuit Court.

Judge Klein listened while the attorney 
read the self-written acknowledgment of 
Judge Normile that he was shirking a 
portion of his duties and shifting 
them on the shoulders of the Circuit 
Judges. When Judge Harvey had finished 
reading the indorsement, Judge Klein re- 
mark warmly: ‘‘Ishall not assume juris- 
diction of these cases if Judge Normile passes 
on them proformaily for the purpose of 
getting rid of them from his court. 
It isthe Judge’s duty to pags on these mat- 
ters and pass on them legally, I had never 
supposed that Judge Normile passed on these 
matters proformally.’’ 

‘*‘lagree, Your Honor, said Judge Har- 
vey suavely, ‘‘that under the law he has no 
Fight to do so, but he has done it neverthe- 
ess. 

The attorney then took up a «copys 
of the statutes and quoted from 
it, showing, that notwithstanding 
Judge Klein’s heated assertion that he would 
not entertain the matter, that he was bound 
by the law to do so under the circumstances. 
None knew this better than the Court him- 
self, and he quietiy ordered the attorney to 
read the petition. 

The facts set forth in the application are 
that Nicholas Moran was fined $500 on Feb. 24, 
1891, in the First District Police Court under 
the vagrancy clause, and, given a stay 
of execution t@ leave town. He returned 
and was arrested atid sent to the Work-house 
on April 14 last under the old execution. The 
point made dy Judge Harvey is a technical 
one. Healleges that the court 12 
are illegal, in that they do not set forth spe- 
cifically where the alleged offense was com- 
mitted, and that hence the court had fio ju- 
risdiction.

where the terms as toa court’s jurisdiction 
were stated, were made broader than they 
actually were that the jurisdiction of the 
court was rendered invalid, 

Judge Klein ordered the writ to issue re- 
turnable Tuesday morning, when Judge 
Harvey stated he would waive the actual 
presence of the prisoner in court. He did 
not want, he stated, to put the city to the 
troubie of bringing the prisoner into court, 
but would arrange with the City Counselor 
as to the pleadings and have the matter pre- 
sented to the court.

LOOK FOR TROUBLE. 


Another Outbreak Expected in the Big 
River Strike. 


A STRIKER ARRESTED THIS MORNING 
POR DISTURBING THE PEACE. 


The Men Congregating on the Levee and 
the Police Forcing Themto Disperse— 
Fatal Wounding of a Striker in Last 
Night’s Riots— No Apparent Prospects 
tf a Compromise. 


The situation along the Levee front this 
afternoon presents quite an ugly appearance 
ata in and an uprising ts anticipated at any 
time. The froustabout strixefs and the, 
colored firemen are becoming unruly and 
stabborn and were convregated on the Levee 
front this morning, from the pavement to 
the wharfboats, between Chestnut and 
Market streets. Twonty patrolmen were 
kept busy for two hours dispersing the 
angry crowds and finalix compelled the 
strikers to clear the Levee and move on 
up town. The City of Arkansas 
is being loaded this morning 
by eight or ten longshoremen and will leave 
Friday for Natchez, at least that is the inten- 
tion. The Crystal City arrived this morning 
from Grand Tower with a small cargo of 
freight and about two dosen passengers. The 
strikers watch the arrival and departure of 
boats with keen interest, and the 
Officers are experiencibe considerable 
difficulty in maintaining peace. This morn- 
ing, Martin Turney, a fireman 
on the Crystal City, before the 
strike, was arrested by Officers Cole and Ber- 
mingham at No. 7 North Levee for disturbing 
the peace of John Ramoney, a storekeeper at 
the number above mentioned. At the Warme 
Engineers’ headquarters this after- 
noon it was reported that Capt. Mason 
in order to prevent further trouble, had sent 
a communication to the roustabouts, offering 
them a fair proposition to return to work. 
When Capt. Mason was seen in regard to the 
report, he said: ‘‘There is not a word of truth 
mit.

A STRIKER FATALLY WOUNDED. “4 

Shortly after the City of Hickman left last 
night for New Orleans about fifty. strikers 
congregated at the foot of Market street, near 
the Anchor Line wharfboat, and began to 
antagonize the non-union men who were at 
work, Before the police could disperse the 
crowd the infuriated roustabouts charged 
on the laborers, hurling misses of various 
sizes and description with telling effect. In 
the midst of the melee pistol shots were 
heard and a negro striker named Dock 
Hughes was shot and fatally wounded. He 
was taken tothe City Hospital, where he 18 
lingering between life and death to- 
day. Just who shot him is 
not known. It is said that 
the riot Was precipitated by a young negro 
striker named William Benson, assaulting 
two men who had just finished their day’s 
work onthe boat and were walking up the 
Levee. The general attack on the workmen 
followed. Benson was arrested by (Officer 
Murphy and taken to Chestnut Street station. 
Shortly afterward Murphy caught Hughes 
running and arrested him, It Was then dis- 
cove that the fellow was wounded. At 
the City ge ow et it was found that 
a large dall had entered the right side 
of his back, passed through one of his kid- 
neysand lodged in the outer walls of the 
stomach. Hughes claimed to know who 
shot him, but would not tell, and shortly 
after his admission to the C Hospital he 
became unconscious. Officer urphy, who 
it was claimed by some had shot him, denies 
the charge andin his report of the matter

Northern Iowa Flooded—Railway Tracks

Wavcoma, Ilo., June 16. — Northeastern 
Iowa was visited by a cloudburst yesterday 
afternoon. Water fell in a perfect deluge for 
four hours, streets were converted into 
rivers and many bridges washed away. A big 
washout on the Milwaukee, between Fort 
Atkinson and Calmar, 2,000 feet of track is 
gone; also 500 feet of track is washed out be- 


tween New Hampton and Ionia. Railway 
train serviee is ata standstill. The country 
is completely flooded. Later reports of the 
storm give the Washing out of over a mile of 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern 
track near West Union anda long strip be- 
tween Ossian and Decorah.

A CARAVAN ATTACKED AND THE ENTIRE 
ESCORT SLAIN. 


Critical Point Reached in Irish Affaire 
British Politice—Exciting Soenes at a 
Libel Suit Trial in Paris—England’s 
Iron Trade—Bussia’s Crop Prospects 
Are Poor—Briets. 


Carno, June 16.—A number of Egyptian 
refugees from Uganda have just arrived here, 
bringing another account of the recent 
troubles in Uganda. Selin Bey, they say,who 
had collected 1,000 of Emin’s scattered forces 
in Equatoria, declined to rejoin Emin on 
learning that he had entered the German 
service, but after some Gemur joined Capt. 
Lugard's expedition and both of them joined 
Capt. Wiliams in Uganda. Capt. Lugard 
visited King Mwanga and was cordially re- 
ceived. Two days later Capt. Williams sup- 
pressed a trifiing bazar quarrel, This led 
to further disturbances which ended in open 
fighting. In this ight the King was repulsed. 
He then fied to Lake Victoria, taking all the 
boats with him. Capt. Wil\lams and Capt. 
Lugard treated the Catholics with every con- 
sideration and sheltered the missionaries in 
the fort. ? 

Mwanga’s retreat caused the suspension of 
communication with Mombassa. A caravan 
conveying goods to Capt. Williams was cap- 
tured by Mwanga, who killed the entire es- 
cort, numbering sixty blacks. The refugees 
consider Capt. Lugard able to withstand any 
attack. 


BRITISH POLITICS, 


A CRITICAL ‘PERIOD REACHED IN THE IRISH 
QUESTION. 

Lorpon, June 16.—In an address to-night 
before the Conservative Union Mr. Balfour 
said that the development of the Irish ques- 
tion had reacted a most critical period. The 
Gladstonians were bound by the necessities 
of their situation to rely upon performances 
and upon promises to sweeten the bitter 
draught of home rule. The Conservative 
performances in the pa st showed what might 
be expected of them in the future in the di- 
rection of legislation. 

Mr. Balfour then recomnted the various 
measures that have alrendy figured in the 
Tory programme. He added that the Gov- 
ernment had in view no plan for old age 
pensions, but he thought a private enter- 
prise might be supplemented by state aid. 

The National League of Great Britain has 
issued a manifesto to Irismmen in Great 
Britain. It says that the anti-Parneliites 
have rejected honorable terms for a truce 
and have declared war to the knife and pre- 
dict that three years will elapse without 
home rule for Ireland being granted. At the 
expiration of that time, thé manifesto con- 
tinues, partof the McCarthyites will have 
deserted the enemy and the others will have 
ned the eonntry in disgrace. The little band 
of Parnellites will then form the nucleus or a 
new Irish army to save the nation. 

in the House of Commons to-day the gov- 
ernment accepted the amendments to the 
Irish educational bill, proposed by Mr. Thos. 
‘Sexton (McCarthyite) member for West Bel- 
rast, and the measure then passed the com- 
mittee stage. 

Truthsaysthat Sir William Gordon Oum- 
ming, the principal in the famous baccarat 
Scandal, will stand for a seat in the House 
of Gommons in the Elgin boroughat the ap- 


proaching general elections.

PARIS Works. 

Panis, June 16.—- MM. Drumont, charged 
with criminal libel, was yesterday found 
guilty and sentenced o three months’ im- 
prisonment and a fine of 1,000 francs. There 
were several noisy scenes during the court 
proceedings to-day and once it became ne- 
cessary to clear the court-room. M. Dru- 
mont, who defended himself, called on the 
jury to shout with him, Dovn with the 
German Jews; France for the French.“

thusiastic but disorderly greeting from his 
friends, who shouted, Lig live Dru- 
mont! Down with the Jews!“ Several were 
arrested.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BRITISH IRON TRADE—URUGUAY’S FINANCES— 
BRIEFS. 

Loxpox, June 16.—At the annuhl conference 
ofthe British Iron Trade Association held 
to-day, the Chicago Columbian Exhibition 
was discussed from the point of view of the 
British iron and steel industries. Mr. W. 8. 
Came, the President of the association, said 
the British manufacturers ought not tocon- 
gider the United States only, but also the 
features of the iron trade of Great Britain 
and its relation with the whole of North and 
South America. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie maintained thatthe 
Waited States was still the best customer of 
Great Britain, and was likely to so remain. 
It was only to America, he declared, that En- 
gland could look for an increase in her trade, 
which was already at a standstill, or decilin- 
ing with some other countries. 


URUGUAY'S FINANCES, 

MONTEVIDEO, June 16.—Minister of Finance 
Ramirez refuses to consider the request 
of the ‘President to retain office, de- 
olaring that the fvancial situation is calami- 
tous. There is a panic on the Bourse. Values 
have declined and the Government gives 
guarantees for the paper issued. 


POOR CROP PROSPECTS. 
ST. PETERSBURG, June 16.—Official reports 
as tothe harvest prospects show that the 
general outlook is much worse than ft was 
during the summer of 1891. Locusts have de- 
royed the crops in the Caucasus, the stores 
of grain in which districts saved the situa- 
tion last autumn. Itisimpossible to hope 
much from Southern Russia, where the crops 
have been ravaged by worms and by the field 
marmot. 


AUSTRIA WILL TAKE PART. 
Vir, June 16.—The Tagebdlatt says the 
Government has intimated to the United 
States that Austria willtake part in the su- 
ver conference proposed by America.

ALICE STONE’S LETTER’S. 


Found on the Body of the Girl Who Was 
Ruined by Her Father-in-Law. 


MARLBOROUGH, N. T., June 15.—Ex-Deacon 
Chester P. Stone, who first ruined his daugh- 
ter-in-law and then drove her to suicide, is 
under arrest. The verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury, rendered after the inquest, charges 
Farmer Stone with advising and encouraging 
the young woman to end her hfe. The jury 
found that she died by her own hand under 
the conditions already described in the Post- 


DISPATCH. The closing paragraph in the 
verdict is as follows: 

„We also find from written and oral testi- 
mony given before us that the deceased 
Mary A. Stone, was advised and encouraged 
to commit the rash act by her father-in-law, 
Chester P. Stone, whom she charges with her 
wrk andthe paternity of her illegitimate 
C * 

There is no doubt that this verdict was 
found directly upon the evidence contained 
in the letter left by Alice Stone. In case this 
verdict is borne out by the Grand-jury the 
ex-deacon will be obliged to answer to a 
charge of manslaughterin the first degree. 
This is in accordance with sec. 178 of the 
Penal Code. 

At the inquest Mrs. Stone testified to finding 
the body of the girl withthe bullet bole in 
the head. She had heardof the birth of the 
illegitimate child only the week before; had 
* told that her husband was the father 
OF it. 

Chester P. Stone admitted that Alice had 
told him she would blow her brains out and 
he told her drowning was an easier death. 
The Coroner produced three letters, and 
handing each in tarn tothe witness asked if 
he recognized the handwriting. Stone 
writhed uneasily in his chair, fumbied in his 
pockets and finally declared that he had left 
his glasses at home and without them he 
could not distinguish the handwriting. Two 
pairs of spectacles were loaned him, and 
neither helped his failing sight. The Coro- 
her then read the letters. 

THE LETTERS FOUND AFTER DEATH. 

The first was found in the dress of the dead 

woman and read as follows: 


For whoever finds this: 


My nameis ruined and it is impossible for me to 
live longer. I have told the one who ruined me 
that I should blow my brains out, and he very calmiy 
told me to drown myself as that would be the easiest 
death; but I have not the strength to go tothe river 
and my head hurts so that lam afraid I shali lose my 
reason. I want my own people to have Cheliie. My 
sister Edith has promised me alwaystotake care of 
him if anything should happen to me. Ido not 
want his Grandfather or Grandmother Stone to see 
him only just while they have to, while lam being 
laidaway. As they are neither of them fit to briag 
up achild, and I would rather be would beg on the 
streets than to be with them. 


The following letter was unsigned and was 
addressed to her sister and placed on the 
outside of a small parcel: 

DEAR SISTER—WIIll you please keep these until I 
send for them. ALLIE. 

But if anything should happen to me before 1 send 
for them, open right away. 

The third note was inclosed in the parcel 
addressed to her sister, and except for the 

stscript, is nearly identical with the first. 
t reads: 

DEAR SIsTER—I cannot live longer. I told the one 
who ruined me I should blow my brains out, and he 
very calmly told meio drown myseif as that 
be an easier way to die, but l have not the strength 
to get to the river. I want Edith to have Chelilie. 
She has promisedto take care of him. Tell them all 
that I would rather he would beg on the streets than 
be broucht up by a Stone, as they are not fit to bring 
up achild. ALLIE.

BY FORCE OF ARMS. 


Ulster Will Resist Home Rule Govern- 


ment in Ireland. 


- 


VAST PREPARATIONS FOR THE UNION- 
IST CONVENTION. 


The American Colonies in 1775 Presented 
a Parallel Case—In Case of Hostilities 
Belfast Would Be Impregnable and 
Dublin an Easy Mark—Passive Resis- 
tance a Firat Rosort. 


BELFAST, June 16.—For the Uter Unionists’ 
Convention which opens here next Friday an 
enormous pavilion has been erected on a 
large plece of vacant ground atthe intersec- 
tion of College Park avenue and Rugby road 
and very convenient to the botanical gardens 
of Belfast, where the outdoor demonstrations 
will be held. The pavilion is almost square 
in shape and has a frontage of 225 feet. ‘‘A 
third of an fore of glass, according to the 
local papers, was used in the roof and six of 
the principal lumber merchants of Belfast 
were taxed in supplying the necessary lum- 
ber. The buildingis entirely of wood and 
with its bright decorations and graceful pro- 
portions, presents a most imposing appear- 
ance. Thefroftis divided into five bays, 
three 60 feet in width and one at either side 
of 21 feet, the average height of all being 45 
feet. These are divided by massive columns 
and surrounded by terraced archways from 
which rise the flagpoles to the height of 75 
feet. Flags are flying all along the front and 
connecting each arch ina continuous line of 
bunting. The front of the building is further 
beautified with potted shrubs and flowers 
and its avenue fenced bya fancy paling set 
fifty feet from the doors. This fence built 
against fancy Venetian masts handsomely de- 
decked surrounds the entire pavilion. 

Onthe two sides are fixed several large 
shields carrying devices typical of the union 
and displaying miniature flags. The front 1s 
ablaze with aritistic coloring. A gigantic 
panel with the emblems ofthe United King- 
dom are blended together and the words 
God Save the queen! occupy a place of 
honor in the central bay. Accommodation 
for 10,000 has been arranged for. 

Among the papers to be presented to the 
convention is one entitled ‘‘Passive Resist- 
ance; or, The Position of Ulster in Certain 
Continzencies.’’ This was briefly alluded to 
in these dispatches on May 30, but since that 
time the fulltext ofthe plan has been pub- 
lished by the authorin pamphiet form, and 
is attracting considerable attention among 
the delegates. The writer is himself a dele- 
gate to the convention, but his identity ts not 
revealed. The pamphlet is of special interest 
to America on account of the parallel the 
writer conveniently draws between the pos- 
sible situation in Ulster and that of America 
in 1775. 

lie declares that in the event ofthe estab- 
lishment of a separate Irish Parliament and 
an executive ‘‘wehave resolved that we 
will meet its laws, its administrations and 
its taxes imposed with passive resistance, It 
will be necessary for the constituencies of 
Ulster to actively ignore the new authority 
by refusing to allow elections to take place. 
This refusal must be put in force through 
their returning officers. The Mayor of Bel- 
fastandthe Sheriffs of the well-affected 
counties, on receiving writs for elections, 
should abstain from acting on them, and it 
would be right, soas to have no mistake, 
thatthey should publicly burn the writs. 
Perhaps in sucha case as we are contem- 
plating an application might be made to the 
Superior Courts in Dublin for a mandamus, 
and perhaps the courts might grant one 
when the nextform of passive resistance 
of Ulster would come into play, as we have 
determined that we will not recognize a ju- 
dicature that is nominated by and subject 
to the new authority. By this—the rump of 
the Dublin Parlilament—that is, a parllament 
ot Ireland minus Ulster and minus the reve- 
nue that Ulster produces (the customs of 
Belfast are more than £2,000,000 a year) 
would have no resource but the employment 
of physical force to compel elections to be 
held. But it is amaxim of constitutional 
practice having the moral force of enacted 
law, and having indirectly the actual force 
of enacted law, too, that there must be 
no forcible interference with elections. 

It is not too much to say, besides, that it 
is not the business of our army to assist in 
the suppression of every actual resistance 
egainsta colonia) government, and Ireland 
would become a colony in the event of home 
rule being granted. There is no instance 
during the present contury of the Queen’s 
army acting against colonial rebels, except 
in the case of Canada in 1838, when 
there was not passive resistance, but 
an open warlike movement against 
the Queen and her empire. The case that 
may be conceivably cited to justify the em- 
ployment of the Queen’s army against those 
who resist a mere local government is the 
case of the proceedings in America before the 
battle of Bunker Hill. But this is not exactly 
parallei to anything that is contemplated, 
or that is at all likely to arise in Ireland. After 
a period of passive resistance by the colon- 
istsagainst the abused power of their own 
State governments, controlled and tempered 
by British interference and against taxation 
by British Parliamentary authority, the 
Tarllament andthe administration declared 
them ina state of rebellion and caused the 
army to act. But duringtne whole time of 
previous passive resistance—not always very 
passive either, as witness the tea chests 
thrown intothe Boston harbor—the King’s 
forces in the States never once acted in 
maintenance of the several colonial govern- 
ments and their authority. It was not until 
civil war actually began that the King’s 
army interfered and fought. 

‘*We may accordingly conclude that in 
the event—certain to take place if need 
should arise—of passive resistance by Ulster 
against a separate Irish Parliament and ex- 
ecutive, that Parilament and executive 
must depend upon its own civil forces 
for the maintenance of its authority, and 
willnot have at its disposition the strength 
of the Queen’s army. ‘his applies not only 
to its authority in general, but still more 
especially to its power of levying its taxes 
un d. . 

After pointing out that the army is the army 
of the Queen and not of Parliament, that her 
Majesty gives her orders to it through her 
responsible ministers, and that her authority 
could not be transferred tothe Dublin Par- 
liament, the author of the pamphlet says: 
eit is conceivable that a government in En- 
gland, animated by a friendship towards the 
separatists of Ireland and an enmity against 
the people ef Ulster, should obtain a 


mentary vote that Ulster was in rebel. | 


lion, copying the headlong and ruinous 
American policy of King George and Lord 
North, and that such a government should 
then act accordingly. But it must act 
through the Duke of Cambridge and Lord 
Wolseley, who are Ulster’s good friends. 
When war against the thirteen colonies was 
resolved upon many English military officers 
resigued their commissions. Is it too much 
to anticipate thatifan English Government 
Should resolve on suppressing the liverty of 
Uister by force, furevery one that threw up 
his commission in 1775 100 would in 1894? 
when sir Robert Walpole, a statesman whose 
reputation has been ably vindicated by two 
men so different as Edmund Burke and Jonn 
Morley, pressed his celebrated plan 


for reforming our system of 
indirect taxation, he was met with unex~ 
pected opposition of the most violent and 
threatening nature. On calling a cabinet 
council to consider the business, his fellow 
ministers advised him with one voice to pro- 
ceed, and asserted that a successful parli- 
amentary issue was certain. But Walpole 
overruled them all with the rebuke that he, 
as a constitutional minister, would not sanc- 
tion such an unconstitutional thing as to 
even run the risk of having to exact taxes by 
force.’’ 

Constdering other points of the passive ro- 
sistance system, the author continues: It 
is not out of place here to point out that the 
best model that the history of the world 
affords of passive resistance, eventually, 
however, under absolute necessity becoming 
active, is to be found in the proceedings of 
the American colonists, particularly those 
of Massuchusetts, during the four or five 
years that preceded the breaking out of the 
war at Lexington and Bunker Hull.“ 

He then cites the instance that occurred at 
Worcester, Mass., in 1774, where the people 
refused to recognize the commission issued 
to the judges appointed by the Governor of 
the colony, such officers theretofore having 
been popularly elected, and compelled the 
judges to sign a written undertaking not to 
act under it. 

With reference to the police the pamphlet 
Says: There should bea sufficient. number 
of special constables sworn and enrolled— 
probably paid, but that isa matter of detail 
and not general principle—to take up and 
discharge to the best of their ability the du- 
ties of the police. Justices of the Peace 
should Cease to transact business with, com- 
municate with, or recognize in any way the 
constabulary and its officers. They should 
refuse to take informations from them and 
should not allow them to appear as anything 
but witnesses at sessions, because care 
should be taken not to deprive them of their 
rights while depriving them of their 
power.“ 

Ihe author considers the position of 
Uister in the event of her policy bringing on 
civil war, and points out that while numeri- 
cally it is inferior to the rest of Ireland, in 
physical resources and wealth it is superior. 
For borrowing money, too, its credit would 
be much better than the south of Ireland. 

Continuing, the writer says: ‘‘Geographi- 
cally Ulster is better placed for the defense 
of itself from the south than the south is 
placed for defense from Ulster. Our me- 
tropolis and principal port is almost unas- 


‘Sallable, while Dublin could be laid open to 


a direct and immediate attack. On the 
whole our merely military strategic position 
is a great deal better than the strategic posi- 
tion of the southern provinces.’’ The 
strategic value of the railways is considered 
with great particularity of detall, and the 
conclusion reached is that Ulster has little to 
fear from an attack from the south. 

With reference to the Ulster troops and 
their necessary training, the pamphlet says: 
**We must have no Bull Runs. Better to walt 
for months till our soldiers shall have ac- 
quired discipline than incur such a danger. 
We must not begin serious work with a 
scratch army, although we should have noth- 
ink but a scratch army to fight.’’ 

After further reference to the various points 
of vantage to be seized by the Ulsterists and 
other details for an offensive campaign, in 
cluding an attack on Dublin itself, the writer 
concludes: ‘‘This subject might be pursued 
further. The object of the present, however, 
is not tospeculate on military possibilities. 
That things should ever come to pass that 
Ulster must fight for her liberties we must 
hope and pray may not be. But if she must, 
she will do soin faith that God will defend 
the right.“
